Feſu came to make thee bl:d,and that thoſe 
who are blind, (and ſenfible of it) might /ce. 
And thou who art «ſlcep in. Sin, and dead 
whilſt thou liveſt, ar:/e and liſten thou to the 


| Voice of Chriſt, and to His Knock in thee, if 


thou wilt I;ve ro Goa, open the Door of thy 
Heart unto him betimes. He it is who calls 
to Sinners to be pare, and to be perfe#,as our 
heavenly Father'is: He it is. who crycd out to 
Zeruſalem to be gathered under his Wing ; 
and he alſo if thou wilt be gathered, would 
cather thee  O refuſe him not; for he it is, 
who hath called meg ove of Darkneſs into 
Ligbr, and cauſed me to liſten to hys Mill 
Voice within me ; *and he itis who calls to 
thee alſo to return and live, ſaying to thee, 
as he did to 1/rael; Why will ye dye,Ohb Houſe 
of Iſrael? 

Now that thou mayeſt know Iam none of 
thole that cry, Lo bere,. or Lo there; nor of 
the many Sect< and: divided Judgments in 
this Nation, I fhall briefiy tell thee how ma- 
ny bywayes I have paſt through, and how 
reſtleſs] was in them all, till 1 came to own 
the Light of Chrift in me. 

Firſt, As to my Education,] muſt tell thee 
it was ſuch, as was in the fear of the Lord 
into which Iadmenith thee to haſten, and 
cherein continue all the dayes of thy —_:

againſt the Trenſerrſſor, fo that he cannor 
touch the Tree of Lijc, much leſs eat thereof 
but with the Serprar mult feed upon Duſt all 
the dayes of his Life. O ! make haſte Friend 
to the *Life of Obedience, and come down 
from the Barren Mountains leſt thou dis ; for 
there is no Bread to be had there : coniult no 
longer with the Serperr's Carnal NO 
in thee, nor With hi numerous and buſte 
Azents without thee, periwading thee, that 
Purity is not tobe attained here, Oh! that 
thou wouldeſt conſider, That the ſoul which 
finneth muſ} die 5, and that, as the Tree falls,ſo 
#r lies; That there 1s ne Repentance in the 
Grave; nor any other Way to Life but by 
keeping the Commandments of God. 

Eriend, Thy Enemy is witiin thee, there- 
fore look at Home,keep the Watch well there 
and (if thou canſt) pray chat thou enter nos 
into temptation:for the Devil,now goes about 
roaring like a Lyo7, and is ſeeking whom he 
may devour. Oh ! belieye not thoſe that ſay, 
The beſt of God's Children cannot be free

from Sin in this Life ; for I declare to thee 
they are all of the black Army of Satan, and 
for the ſupport of his Kingdom are they 
come to ficht, and to make War with the 
Lamb and his Followers, who walk with hin 
in whice. Remember thou, That wheat 
Holineſs no man ſhall ſee God, & that it's the 
pure in Heart, and they only, that car ſee 
him. 

And thou who art flown high in thy com- 
prehenſion of atery Notions withour Life, 
thou muſt deſcend, and dwell in the low- al- 
ley where once thou hadſtſome ſooting; for 
thy ſafety is there, and no where cle; Come 
thou into the coo! of che Day, and hear God's 
Voice unte thee, who chargeth thee with 
eating 0: the Tree of Knowledge of Good and 
Evil; Thou haſt loft thy State of Happinels 
by hearkning to the Womanſ[ thy fallen Rea:

ed way:s thou art not to walk in; and there- 
fore ſha!l proceed to give thee an account of 
my wandering ſteps, which tie Lord tatn 
now brought ro my tremembrance,cven from 
my Childhood: 

3 The fear of God, I ſay, was before me, 
1 even from my Youth; ſo that when | was but 
# a School#Boy, I durſt nat omit my Morning 
1 andEvening Sacrifice 6f prayer to God,!1pon 
7 any pretence whatſoever, Never did [| {wear 
? gn Oath tut once, fince [| was born, and that 
# was upon great provocation by a lewd Boy, 
; whenl was about twelve Years of Age : but 
7 ſuch was the goodnels of God to me then, 
} that preſently after I had ſpoken ttfe word, 
I found trouble in my Conſcience, and con» 
demnation for it many Years after. 

My Companionswere moſtiy ſuch as were 
# ſober, and freeſt from Scandal; and I can 
3 craly ſay, / remembred myCreator in the dajes 
3 of my Youth, and was a true Seeker of the 
3 Kingdom of Heaven, from ſuch time as I hag

an underfFnging to believe there was ſuch, 
a Kingdora to be ſoiight after, 

And when [ came to be about 16, years of 

Age, [ then began to Pray out of my uſual 
Form, finding nought but dradneis in my 
Form of Prayers, which I had got; lo that 
by little and by little 1 prayed by rote; and 
as I increaſed in Years,  applyed my 1elf to 
reading Sermon- Books, and often to hear and- 
write Sermons after the choiceſt of the Pres- 
byterian Way, whomlT cenceived then were 
moſt Orzthodex : Early didI riſe,to read and 
meditate of God, whom I then looked on at 
a diſtance from me, [as moſt men dv but 
he was in this place, and I knew it not ; The 
Lord was with me in all my crooked Wayes, 
and preſerved me, - butl1 ſaw him net, nor, 
what it was that breathed in me after God : 
I did not know it was the Seed of God which 
was in bondage, and groaned to be delivered 
into the glorious Liberty of the Sons of 
G ad 

Ofren did I with Tears beg for Pardon of 
my Sins, and aſſzrance of my Salvation, 
whici1 I prized above all the World, and did 
of:2n ſay within my ſelf, That if I could but 
gain 4//nraxce of that, | could be content to 
be miſerable iti this World,as long as I ſhould 
- ive 
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liveinit, Company was many timesa bur» 
then unto me, -and to be retired and much 
alone was my great delight, that ſo I might 
freely breath forth my Soul to God for the 
aſſurance of his Love, and to be free from 
everlaſting Burnings. The confidergtion of 
Eternity, was gften in my Mind, and many 
times would this Voice ſound in mc: Ariſe 
ye Dead, and come to Fudg ment. 

But alas | What hope of aſſurance could 


' Thave of my Salvation, wt i cit | gave Faith 


to ſuch Teachers as affirmed, That he bref 
of God's'Saints cannot be free from Sin in this 
Life, and in the ſame Breath alſo ſaid, That 
the leaſt Sin deſerved the Torments of Hcl 
Fire forever, "May not a poor Soul [who 
prefſeth after helingſ ] truly fay, They are 
milerable Comforters? Oh! who can be 
4ſſured of his Salvation, or gain aſſurance 
thereof, that believefalſe Dottrine to be trne, 
and inſtead of living the holy Life, believe 
itis not attainable ? Can any man be 4ſſurd 


» of his Salvation whileRt he is a Sinner ? (ure- 


lyno: andif noafſurance, then ſurely no 
Salvation ; for the Soul that ſinneth muſt die, 
and without holineſs, no ar ſhall ſee the 
Lord. * ; 
 Bytits and ſuch like Doftrine, was my 
| Life 
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life made very uncomfortable : and though 
] knew little by my ſelf to deſerve the tor- 
ments of Ze# Fbeing alwayes of aſober life, 
and free from the groſs Pollutions of this 
World ] yet the fear of Hel{was a continual 
Tormen® unto my Mind, infomuch th t 1 
often wiſh'd I had never been.Born, or that 
there had been no God to puniſh me, Y-t 
I cantruly ſay, Religi0» was my chief buſi- 
neſs; and my great Delight was in hearing 
Sermons, receiving the $ acrament, (as they 
call it) to be often converſant in faftings 
and frequent in outward Worſhips, and Car- 
nal Ordinances (all which Periſh with t :e 
uſing) fo that I never could'have enongh of 
them. Tears were my delight, and mourning 
in Secret was q refzeſhinggty my Soul, ard 
when! could not weep, /prayed, and when I 
could not pray, / wept,and ſometimes I pray- 
ed and weptztill I had wept my ſelfto filence, 
before the Lord; and when I neither could 
weepnor pray, then tronble and perplexity 
ſeized on my Spirit,and I ſhould begin to fear 
the danger ofa hard Heart, and that the 
Spirit of Prayer was taken from me, BPla/. 
phemous thoughts would ſemetimes ſurprize 
me, and the Terrors of HeÞþpet held upon 
me, and how to eſcape I knew not : nocom- 
fort couldI receive from any of myT agg 
Or 
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for when by the beſt of their marks and Signs 
I judged my ſelf in a ſafe Condition ; yet the ' 
Witneſs of God would riſe through all that 
falſe Peace, which they had ſpoken to me, 
and accuſe me of being a Sinner. 

And this was my caſe for many years, and 
my condition was very unſafe, (as all theirs 
is, whoare yet in Egypt, leaning upon men, 
and forſaking the Lord.) But the Lord God 
after long ſecking tohim in ſecrer,ſeeing my 
integrity, and that the deſire of my Sou! was 
after him, and to'be holy as welt as happy; 
He mercifully browght me out of Egypr, and 
delivered me from thaſe cruel Task»afters 
and Builders of confuſion, and fer me at li- 
berty to travel towards the Holy Lard; for 
in all ihe Land of Exypt I found nov outward

neſs,though ſomthing within meweuld often

thus, I ſay, the Lord pittying my Soul par- 
doning my Sigs,winking at my 1gnorance,& 
bo:tling up my Tears, ſet me free from 
Bondage. | 

Thus being delivered» out of Eoypt, and 
joarnyins towards Canaan] met with divers 
forts of Trav-ll-rs,with whom T had converſe 
and 2cquaintarice - At firſt, with thoſe ofghe, 
{ndepengantsWay, but finding after a ſhort 
| ci1me; 
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timezthat there was little difference between 
them and the others, and that the Path they 
went in was too broad, and would not bring 
me toreſt :I forſook them,and travelled for- 
ward towards thoſe men of the SaptiZed 
Way,. who for ſome ſeaſon, I heard and ob- 
ſerved ; but finding that the main ftreſs of 
their Argument (that cheir Way. was right) 
was,becauſe they ſubmitted to tkeOrdinance 
of Baptiſm, pleading difficulty (if not im- 
poſſibility )for any to come to Car4tr,unleſs 
they were re-baprized: I fſearch'd into the 
Doctrine of Baptiims aiſo, wherein I found, 
that Water. Baptiſm, or John's Papr:ſm was 
but unto Repentance, which was effected in 
me already, and that it could not waſh away 
any inward Filth, & therefore muſt decreaſe, 
And I confidering, that the Apoſtle faith, 
There is now but one Baptiſm, to wit, that of 
the Spirit ; and that is the only Bapriſm 
for every Chriſtian to be Baptized with, (if 
he will be Cleanſed, an1 Purged from Sin.) 
' . And confidering that 7: ſu himſelf Bap- 
tized none; and that Paul faith, he came not 


to Baptize, butto preach the Geſpe!. And 


thiat this Ordinance was only Apoſtolical,and 
not relating to Chriſtians now, | left them 
and their Y/Yater,and travelled towards thoſe 
"called Netioniſffs, with whom, after 1 had 
las

ttavelled a while, I began to conclude them 
to be the Men that I muſt walk with ; and (o 
followed them, as ſecing more of Truth, (to 
wit, in the Notion of it} then in any I had 
met with before, and was much enlightned : 
but after I had been with them a while, I 
found I could got Pray as1 was wont to do, 
and ſo began to fear I was now further, irom 
the right Way, then ever I was before ; and 
being now come to the red Sea, I had a lin- 
ring and ſecret longing to the Garlick and 
Onw7s of Eo ypt again ;yet the Lord kepFme 
from going back into Egypt, (where was no 
light at all) but 1 walked in the W-:1derneſs to 
& again,for many years together, filling my 
head with Notions, and comprehending of 
My ſteries, which were very pleaſant and de- 
lightful unto me. Thus I wandred up and 
down irom one Tree of Knowledge to an- 
other, and in many a by-Path I trod,ſeckine 
for reft, but found none : and though the Sp1- 
rit of Innocency often cryed in me, Retarm, 
return,& come into the narrqyy- Way which 
leads to Life; yetTI flattered" my ſelf that I 
had been thece already, arff! that I was now 
come to the Borders of Canaan: one wh le 
conceiving my ſelf there, and fet down with 
Abraham, 1ſaac, and Facob in the Kingdom : 
but by and by, a Branch from the old Root 
would

would ariſe in me, and break forth into 
paſſion, raſh, and haſty words, and over- 
' turn all my Confidence again, ind give me to 
underſtand I was not in that Kingdem; for 
that there was nething of Pride, or Paſſion, 
Self. conceit, or vain Laughter, or Foeliff 
and idle talking and jefting ; but giving of 
thanks, and rejoycing in the Lord centinu- 
ally : and that they whio were in that King. 
dom,wgre led by the Spirit, lived in the Spirit, 
and wa/ked in the Spirit, and were at Reff in 
the Lord, enjoying the Fellowſhip And So- 
ce af Fuſt meas Spirits. 

Now, that I] was not here, I was clearly 
convinced often, and inſtead of enjoying this 
State, [I had the other ſet before me, as my 
Condition ; and the Lord let me ſee hgw my 
poor Sou! was bewildred : Andthen after 14 
years wandring up aad down ; 1 began t- ſee 
' and find my Way out, and not til tien : then 
I ſaw my ſelf at alois, and in the dark ; and 
was made co confels, that if | had periſhed in 
the Flderneſs;yertthe Lord was righteous 1n 
my deſtructioggbecaule when he would have 
led me by the gentle Motions of his Spirit, 
and Lightin me. vet] refuſed it, ayJd wenr 
forch to'men, chuling the Tree of Knowledge, 
and n-gieing the Tree of Life for my Food.
